Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior art clearly teaches all the limitation as 
claimed, all the limitations as argued are nevertheless being met and addressed in the previous final rejection, dated 6/13/05. Therefore, 
applicant's arguments are deemed not persuasive. In addition, the Examiner respectfully traverses Applicant's remark filed 8/1 1/05. 
Applicant argued in substance that Erickson "teaches away from the present invention." Erickson teaches the DAP may want to 
decrease/increase the priority of a call which has been active for longer than 30 seconds [col. 6, lines 54-58], and decreasing priority of 
call as a function of time in progress [abstract], given the assumption that no resources are unlimited, the increase of resource allocation
